The 
receipts and expenditures of the West End Co., of Bos¬ 
ton, which has both horse and electric service, are pre¬ 
sented in a comparative table. Mr. Crosby, in i890, con¬ 
ducted experiments at Laurel, Md., with electric mo¬ 
tors at speeds as high as 115 miles an hour. He states 
his conclusions as to the availability of the electric mo¬ 
tor as a rival to the steam locomotive.

AS TO DISCOUNTS AND COLLECTIONS. 

We doubt whether retailers generally give the 
matter of discounting their bills the attention 
which it deserves, and yet it is regarded by some 
of the shrewdest merchants as a principal ele¬ 
ment of success. In fact, they lay stress upon 
the practice as inculcating economy in store and 
living expenses. Regarding such a policy as im¬ 
perative, they live economically, apply them¬ 
selves strictly to every branch of their business, 
and keep at it early and late. Their claim is 
that the extra discounts which prompt cash pay¬ 
ments secure, are in themselves good profit. 
However small a business a retailer may do, the 
one or two or two and a half per cent, he may 
save by such a course will be a clear gain, which 
in ten years will form a capital in itself. It 
has been pointed out that a man doing a retail 
trade of $30,000 per year, and saving 2^ per cent, 
on purchases, gains about $750, or adds to 
capital in ten years, as the result of a wise policy 
in buying, nearly $10,000. 

Another illustration of this principle is given 
by a dealer who made a careful study of the sub¬ 
ject for years, and who claims tfcat his firm 
makes about $1200 a year by the practice. 

“ A common discount given by certain manu¬ 
facturers,” says he, “ is six per cent, off ten days, 
or five per cent, off thirty days, a difference of 
one per cent, a year on the average monthly 
bill. If it be known by experience that the re¬ 
tailer pays promptly ten days from date of bill, 
which at far points is equivalent to receipt of 
goods, he is practically a spot-cash customer, 
and can secure all of the advantages of discounts 
and low prices that can be given. 


“ Take the case of a dealer doing a business of 
$16,000 ox $17,000 yearly, whose monthly bills 
will be about $1000. As ihis own prompt pay¬ 
ments will not affect his collections he will have 
to employ say $1000 more capital in availing 
himself of the additional one per cent, discount 
for twenty days’ time. 

“ One per cent, on $1000 for twenty days would 
be eighteen per cent, a year, but as he could not 
expect to have the $1000 employed in covering 
such discounts for more than three-fourths of the 
time, owing to the fact that his bills will not 
become due exactly at equal intervals throughout 
the year, the saving will be thirteen and one- 
half per cent, on $1000. Deduct from that the 
loaning value of the money, say six per cent., 
and the per cent, remaining is seven and one- 
half. 

“ Conservative opinion is that such quicker pay¬ 
ments would benefit the dealer’s purchases at 
least one per cent, (some manufacturers put it 
higher), which on $1000 a month would amount 
to $120 a year, equal to twelve per cent., which 
would make the total saving about fifty per cent, 
a year on the $1000 of additional capital em¬ 
ployed.” 

Whatever the discount allowed for cash, it is 
safe to figure that the amount saved by the be¬ 
liever in cash discounts often amounts to more 
than the year’s addition to those who buy on 
credit. It may mean a struggle at first and 
sacrifices, but it will require only a few years of 
what might be called probationary work to make 
such a man independent. 

Hand-in-hand with this practice goes the sys¬ 
tem of keeping accounts collected. It should be 
made an invariable rule to present accounts 
regularly every month, and a point should be 
made to secure a promise of payment at a cer¬ 
tain date, or at least a checking up of the ac¬ 
count. This method will obviate much trouble 
in collecting the bill later on, and will be found 
worth all the time taken. What to do in the 
case of bills that have been running for six 
months or longer, without any plausible excuse 
for non-payment, must always depend very 
much upon the known reliability of the customer. 
There are numberless persons who, though per¬ 
fectly secure for any amount they may incur, 
are dilatory and exasperatingly slow in paying. 
But there are as many more who are not quite 
so trustworthy. The accounts of these might be 
turned over to a reliable attorney or agency for 
collection. This will probably cost less and 
bring quicker returns than one’s own collector 
could make. When in doubt, don’t trust, be¬ 
cause in this case it would be better to reverse 
the old saw, and consider it better to cry over 
the goods than after them. 

The Senate has passed the Public Document 
bill, 41 to 6, and it now goes again to the House. 
It is, on the whole, a remarkably excellent meas¬ 
ure, and we trust the bookselling profession will 
uphold it by promptly writing to their respective 
Representatives in favor of its passage. 
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THE PUBLIC DOCUMENT BILL. 

The bill of Senator Manderson (S. 1549) 
“ Providing for the Public Printing and binding 
and the distribution of public documents ” passed 
the Senate, Monday, Feb. 15, by the creditable 
vote of 41 to 6. A number of amendments had 
been made in the bill, chiefly in the direction of 
freeing Congressmen from any obligation to use 
the office of the superintendent of documents 
for their distribution if they should not wish 
to, or in that of extending the documents to be 
distributed to libraries so as to cover statutes, 
etc. The chief amendments are shown below : 

Sec. 59. Add: “ And of all publications of the 
Executive Departments made for distribution, 
five hundred copies shall be at once delivered to 
the superintendent of documents for distribu¬ 
tion to designated depositories and State and 
Territorial libraries.” 

Sec. 62. To ready at close: “ Excepting those 
printed for the special official use of the Execu 
tive Departments, which shall be delivered to 
said departments, and those printed for the use 
of the two Houses of Congress, which shall be 
delivered to the folding-rooms of said Houses 
and distributed or delivered ready for distribu¬ 
tion to Senators, Members, and Delegates upon 
their order.” 

Sec. 63. Strike out “ He shall keep the 
document account of members of Congress and 
Departments, and on request of any Senator, 
Representative, or Delegate shall promptly 
furnish a statement of documents standing to 
his credit,” and read: “ When desired^ all orders 
for the distribution of documents by Senators, 
Representatives, or Delegates, who may so 
request , and orders from Departments shall be 
sent to the superintendent of documents on 
franked or other labels or in lists. . . . 

“ Exchanges of documents among members of 
Congress shall, upon their request, be made by 
the superintendent of documents, or by the su¬ 
perintendents of the folding-rooms of the respective 
Houses; and accounts of such exchanges shall 
be kept by them .” 

Sec. 70. At close: [Surplus documents] shall 
be distributed by him, “ first to public and 
school libraries for the purpose of completing 
broken sets; second, to public and school libra¬ 
ries that have not been supplied with any por¬ 
tion of such sets; and, third, to other parties, 
which persons and libraries shall be named to 
him by Senators, Representatives, and Dele¬ 
gates in Congress; and in this distribution the 
superintendent of documents shall see that, as 
far as possible, an equal allowance is made to 
each member of Congress.” 

Sec. 75. At close , to read: “ All reports or 
documents to be distributed for Senators, Rep¬ 
resentatives and Delegates shall be folded 
and distributed from the folding-rooms, unless 
otherwise ordered." 

Sec. 77. Copies ordered printed are increased, 
in publications specified, to the following num¬ 
bers: 

Naval observatory: Astronomical appendixes, 
1200. 

-Meteorological and magnetic observa¬ 
tions, 1000. 

Coast Survey Report, part 1, 1500. 

Fish Commission Bulletin, 5000. 

Revised Statutes and Supplement of 1S91: 
“ As many volumes as may be needed for dis¬ 
tribution to designated depositories, State and 


Territorial libraries, and to United States courts 
not already supplied, and for sale by his office 
at the cost thereof.” 

Pamphlet Laws: “ And to the superintendent 
of documents five hundred copies for distribu¬ 
tion to State and Territorial libraries and to 
designated depositories.” 

Statutes at Large: “And the Public Printer 
shall deliver five hundred copies of the Statutes 
at Large to the superintendent of documents for 
distribution to State and Territorial libraries 
and to designated depositories.” 

Eulogies, 8000. 

Sec. 80. The charts published by the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey shall be sold at cost of pa¬ 
per and printing as nearly as practicable; and 
there shall be no free distribution of such charts 
except to the departments and officers of the 
United States requiring them for public use; 
and a number of copies of each sheet, not to ex¬ 
ceed three hundred, to be presented to such for¬ 
eign governments, libraries and scientific asso¬ 
ciations and institutions of learning as the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury may direct; but on the 
order of Senators, Representatives and Dele¬ 
gates, not to exceed ten copies to each may be 
distributed through the Superintendent of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

Sec. 90. No printing or binding shall be done 
at the Government Printing Office unless au¬ 
thorized by law. Binding for the Departments 
of the Government shall be done in plain sheep 
or cloth, except that record and account books 
may be bound in Russia leather, sheep fleshers 
and skivers when authorized by the head of a 
Department : Provided, The libraries of the 
several Departments, the library of Congress 
and of the Naval Observatory may have books 
for the exclusive use of said libraries bound in 
half Turkey. 

Sec. 91. All printing, binding and blank-books 
for the Senate or House of Representatives, and 
for the Executive and Judicial Departments, 
shall be done at the Government Printing Office, 
except in cases otherwise provided by law. 

Sec. 94. At close , to read : “ The Secretary of 
Agriculture may print such number of copies 
of the monthly crop report, and of other re¬ 
ports and bulletins containing not to exceed 
one hundred octavo pages, as he shall deem 
requisite ; and this provision shall apply to the 
maps, charts, bulletins, and minor reports of 
the Weather Bureau, which shall be printed in 
such numbers as the Secretary of Agriculture 
may deem for the best interests of the Govern¬ 
ment.” 

Sec. 98. New: “Heads of departments are au¬ 
thorized to exchange surplus documents for 
such other documents and books as may be re¬ 
quired by them, when the same can be done to 
the advantage of the public service.” 

Sec. 103. All future orders or requisitions for 
printing or binding shall be governed by the 
provisions this act ; and all printing, binding, 
and other work required for the Senate and 
House of Representatives, or the committees 
and officers thereof, together with the material 
necessary to such work, shall be furnished by 
the Public Printer on requisition of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives: Provided, that each Sena¬ 
tor and Representative shall be entitled to the 
binding in half morocco, or material no more 
expensive, of but one copy of each public docu¬ 
ment to which he may be entitled, an account 
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of which, with each Senator and Representa¬ 
tive, shall be kept by the Secretary and Clerk, 
respectively : And provided further, that in 
printing preliminary reports and other papers 
for the use of committees no more than fifty 
copies shall be ordered unless expressly author¬ 
ized by the Committee on Printing of each 
House, respectively. No Government publica¬ 
tions shall be delivered to officers and employees 
of Congress except for the use of members 
thereof unless authorized by this act. 

The bill now goes to the House as a Senate 
bill for action there, and, despite the defeat of 
the original measure, has good chances of suc¬ 
cess. How soon it will receive consideration 
cannot yet be stated with any certainty. 


A NICE QUESTION ABOUT SUBSCRIP. 
TION BOOKS. 

From the Critic. 

A CURIOUS question has come up through the 
publication of Gen. Butler’s book. The Library 
Trustees in Butler’s city, Lowell, desired tosecure 
a copy for public circulation, but the publishers 
immediately forbade their using the work, and 
moreover threatened them with legal prosecution 
if they disobeyed the command. Thereat a 
clergyman of Lowell presented his copy of 
“ Butler’s Book ” to the library and said, Do 
with it as you choose.” Now the question arises, 
What can they do under the law ? By the terms 
of sale in the publishers’ preface, subscribers are 
forbidden to re-sell the book or to allow its use 
outside of their household, the ownership revert¬ 
ing to the publishers if this agreement is broken. 
In the same agreement the publishers guarantee 
subscribers that if the book is ever sold at cut rates 
by any one, they will refund subscribers the differ¬ 
ence in price. Gen. Butler has written a letter to 
the publishers and declares that he will stand by 
them in this matter, but several members of other 
book-dealing firms have intimated that they are 
not at all scared by these new rules and stipula¬ 
tions. They maintain that a man has a perfect 
right to sell whatever he buys. The Grant sub¬ 
scription book, it may be added, was placed in 
the Lowell Library and publicly used. 


THE METHODIST BOOK CONCERN. 

The Book Committee of the General Confer¬ 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church con¬ 
cluded its annual session on the nth inst. It was 
reported that the sales in 1891 and the profits 
were unprecedentedly large. At the New York 
house the sales for the year amounted to 
$1 061,076.38, upon which the net profits were 
§133,412.68. The agents of the Cincinnati 
house reported sales, $1,141,038.02, and profits 
of $171,073.13. The total net profits of the 
two houses amounting to the SUm of $304,- 
485.81, the Book Committee declared a dividend 
of $125,000 out of the same, to be distributed 
among the annual conferences, to be applied to 
the support and relief of superannuated preachers 
and of the widows and orphans of the deceased 
preachers. 

The net capital of the Methodist Book Con¬ 
cern, as represented in the two publishing houses, 
is as follows: New York City, $2000,618.26; 
Cincinnati, $1,130,337.83 ; total, $3,130,956.09. 


WHY W. D. TICKNOR BECAME A PUB¬ 
LISHER. 

William W Ball , in the Boston Herald. 

“ Speaking of the Louisiana Lottery,” re¬ 
marked the nonogenarian, “ recalls to my mind 
the fact that the publishing house of Ticknor & 
Co., of this city, owes its existence almost directly 
to conscientious scruples on the part of its found¬ 
er, Mr. William D. Ticknor, with regard to the 
sale of lottery tickets.” 

There was a general interest apparent at the 
close of the veteran’s remark, and each listener 
settled down more easily in his chair to hear the 
continuation. 

“Tell us all about it,” was the exclamation on 
all hands. 

“Well, you see, when Mr. Ticknor, as a 
young man, came to Boston from New Hamp¬ 
shire, something over 60 years ago, he entered 
the office of his uncle, Benjamin Ticknor. who 
then carried on the business of a banker and bro¬ 
ker. At that time the sale of lottery tickets 
made up an indispensable and profitable part of 
the broker’s business ; the sale of the tickets was 
legitimate, for lotteries were carried on under 
the laws of the commonwealth. 

“ On the decease of his uncle, young Ticknor 
succeeded to the business ; but, as he had about 
that time been converted to the Baptist faith, 
through the influence of Rev. Howard Malcom, 
and had, moreover, conscientious scruples in the 
matter of lotteries carried on for any purpose 
whatever, he determined to give up his business 
rather than do violence to his conscience, and he 
accepted, temporarily, a responsible position in 
the old Columbian Bank, while awaiting the op¬ 
portunity for embarkation in a new enterprise. 

“ Not long after this the old publishing firm 
of Carter & Hendee, then doing business in the 
‘ old corner bookstore,’ determined to give up 
their retail trade and general publishing business, 
and negotiations were opened with Mr. Ticknor 
for the purchase by him of this part of their busi¬ 
ness. The matter came to a happy termination, 
and the new firm was announced as Ticknor & 
Allen, in 1832. In the course of a couple of 
years Mr. Allen retired and .Mr. Ticknor car¬ 
ried on the business individually, until he took 
into the concern Mr. James T. Fields some 
fifteen years later. 

“ The late Rev. Dr. William Hague, for years 
the pastor of the Baptist church in Federal 
Street, was a warm personal friend as well as the 
pastor of Mr. Ticknor, and he was consulted in 
reference to the step which his parishioner was 
about to take. If you will throw your eyes over 
Dr. Hague’s ‘ Life Notes, or, fifty years’ out¬ 
look,’ published by Lee & Shepard, you will find 
he tells the story as follows : 

“ ‘ Not far from 40 years ago [this was written 
about 20 years since], at 6 o’clock of a sunny 
morning, as I opened my front door, Mr. Tick¬ 
nor had just reached the steps, and hailed me, 
saying: “ I knew that you were in the way of 
pedestrianizing an hour before breakfast, and I 
have come to waylay you for a walk and talk in 
regard to a question of personal interest now 
under consideration.” He was then connected 
with a bank, and was, at the same time, our paro¬ 
chial treasurer, while I was ministering to the 
church in Federal S'reet. A proposal to leave 
the bank, and find in the old bookstore his field 
of work for the future, involved all the question¬ 
ing of that early hour “In the end,” I said, 
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“ regarded from my point of view, there is no 
call for protracted deliberation. All your ante- 
cendents, every distinguishing element of your 
personality, your readiness of address, every 
taste, trend and habitude that I have discerned, 
indicate an adaptness to the demands of that 
trade centre and a prophecy of success. As you 
ask for my opinion, I give it freely, glad that it 
is positive, confident as I am that you are being 
providentially led to the fulfilment of your life 
aim.” * 

“ Thus you will see, gentlemen, that indirectly 
to the lottery, and, in a degree, directly to the 
advice of Dr. Hague, we are indebted for one of 
the most popular and prosperous publishing 
houses ever established in Boston.” 


OBITUARY. 

Dr. T. Sterry Hunt, the eminent chemist 
and mineralogist, died at the Park Avenue Hotel, 
New York, on February 12. Dr. Hunt’s works 
hold a place of foremost authority in Europe as 
well as America. He was born in Norwich, 
Sept. 5, 1826, and was interred at his native 
place. 

Dr. Wilhelm Junker, the well-known trav¬ 
eller and naturalist, died last week at St. Peters¬ 
burg. He was a great friend of Gen. Gordon, 
and also of Stanley, to whom he gave valuable 
information while in Cairo in 1877, as to the 
position of Emin Pasha. He published an ac¬ 
count of his travels in a book entitled “ Travels 
in Africa.” The work was translated by A. H. 
Keane. 

Sir James Caird, the well-known writer on 
agricultural subjects, died in London Feb. 1. He 
was born in Scotland in 1816. He was the author 
of “ High Farming as the Best Substitute for 
Protection,” “ Food for the People,” “ The 
Landed Interest,” and “ India : the land and 
people.” In 1869 he published a pamphlet on 
the Irish land question, and soon afterward re¬ 
ceived the order of the Companionship of the 
Bath. His son is the husband of Mona Caird, 
the authoress. 

Lieut.-Col. James Augustus Grant, of the 
Bengal Army, died in London on February 12. 
He was born in 1827. He was the author of “ A 
Walk Across Africa,” “ Summary of the Speke 
and Grant Expedition ” (in “ The Journal of the 
Royal Geographical Society” for 1872), and of 
“ The Botany of the Speke and Grant Expedi¬ 
tion,” forming the twenty-ninth volume of “ The 
Transactions of the Linntean Society,” 1872. He 
was gold medalist of the Royal Geographical 
Society, and received medals from Pope Pius 
IX. and King Victor Emmanuel. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles Elliott, Professor of 
Hebrew at Lafayette College, died last week 
of acute rheumatism, superinduced by an attack of 
the grip. Dr. Elliott was born in Scotland in 
1815, and was graduated at Lafayette in 1S40. 
He was one of the most popular men in the Fac¬ 
ulty. Dr. Elliott wrote frequently on Biblical 
topics, and his works have been published in this 
country, in England and in Germany. Among 
his latest works are “ Inspiration,” “ Old Testa¬ 
ment Prophecy,” “ Mosaic Authorship of the 
Pentateuch ” and a ‘* Treatise on the Sabbath.” 
He had nearly completed a commentary on Isaiah, 
with special reference to its authorship.
